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HE fishermen pull in their nets today at the Sea of Galilee

Palestine was divided into three provinces, Judea, Samaria, and 
Galilee. Galilee was the’ northwest province, extending from the 
base of Mount Hermon on'the north to the ridges of Carmel on the 
south, and from the Jordan to the Mediterranean Sea. If Galilean 
waters could speak, what beautiful stories they would tell! The 
River Jordan, in which the Lord was baptised, flows into Galilee. 
The first three Gospels are occupied largely with Christ’s ministry 
in this area. Of His thirty-two Parables, nineteen were spoken in 
Galilee. Twenty-five of His thirty-three Miracles were performed 
here. In this province the Sermon on the Mount was delivered. 
Here our Lord was transfigured. On one occasion the Sea was 
troubled by a severe storm. The Master was asleep in the boat. 
The disciples cried: “Carest thou not that we perish”. “And he 
arose, and rebuked the wind, and said unto the wind, Peace, be 
still.’ The same Lord Who spoke Peace to the waves, can still 
the troubled soul during the trying days in which we are living.

FERENCE was the most expensive 
Conference ever held.

He replied: “I don’t know, but 
Baruch is over in Europe now, and if 
it would do any good I’d take up a 
collection to keep him there.” A New 
York Times report says: “Turning to a 
discussion of the Recovery Administra- 
tion, Senator Long asserted that the 
government itself was a ‘traitor’ to its 
own cause and had no right to fly the 
Blue Eagle because it cut the pay of 
Federal employees, reduced compensa- 
tion and discontinued some pensions.” 
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SAMUEL UNTERMYER, the noted 
New York Jewish lawyer, is the leader 
who has organized the Jews of the 
world against Germany. He _ says: 
“Germany will crack this winter if 
American Jewry does its share in boy- 
cotting German goods.”

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Apostasy In The Sunday School

| Boe the mighty preaching of 
John Wesley and his associates 
England was turned from vice and God- 
lessness to God, and saved from revolu- 
tion. A noted historian says that the 
Wesleyan Revival saved the Country. 
Now the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
America is teaching in its Sunday 
Schools, and Church Schools, doctrines 
that are nothing more nor less 
“The Mistakes of Moses”, which Robert 
G. Ingersol used to proclaim. What is 
true of Methodism is true of other de- 
nominations. “Apostasy” is the only 
— that describes what we see taking 
place. 


The infidelity that is now called 
“Modernism”, has grasped men from 
almost every church who were willing 
to be side-tracked from the faith, and 


some denominations have been pretty 
much carried away by it; nevertheless 


in the Sunday Schools, where direct les- 
sons from the Bible are given, seem to 
be the last to be attacked. But, just as 
those educators who are obsessed with 
the doctrine of Evolution seem to wish 
to begin injecting the beast theory into 
the minds of children in the lowest 
grades of school, so do the theologians 
who wish to substitute man’s wisdom 
for God’s wisdom, seem to be trying to 
inject doubt of the veracity of the 
Word of God in the minds of the chil- 
dren who go to Sunday School to learn 
of God. 


Our Saviour said: “Whoso shall of- 
fend one of these little ones which be- 
lieve in me, it were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea.” When the One we worship 
says this, let none say that we are un- 
charitable in rising with indignation 
when a Sunday School journal, pub- 
lished by a ‘supposedly evangelical 
church, contains a leading article de- 
voted to showing that the early part of 
the Bible is wrong, and when the whole 
tone of the paper shows approval of 
this position. An individual in a de- 
nomination may play the heretic and 
the denomination not be to blame, but 
when teaching is given officially in a 
Sunday School magazine, it supposed- 
ly has the endorsement of the leaders of 
that particular denomination. 


In the Sunday School Journal of 
July, 1933, published by the Methodist 
Book Concern of Cincinnati, Ohio, is an 
attack on the Books of Moses that will 
cut away the faith of every one who 
reads and believes it. The title is, 
“A Zulu Sets a Bishop Thinking”, and 
the author is Irwin Ross Beiler. The 
insidiousness of the attack is suggested 
by the first paragraph. 


Honor with Disbelief 

“Should the Bible be studied seriously 
or just accepted ‘as it stands’? Should 
we use our minds to analyze it carefully 
and to dig into it for the truth it will 
yield, or is that a too irreverent use 
of it? Is it more reverent to read it 
with the mind functionally in sus- 
pense?....” Thus is goes. In other 
words, those who do not believe it take 
it seriously, but those who take it as 
true do not! This appears to be the 


logical conclusion to which we are driv- 
en. It seems to be reason run Wild. 
Think of the grand old heroes of the 
Faith: Wesley, Whitfield, Spurgeon, 
Moody and the great soul winners; 
without exception, they loved, honored 
and studied the Scriptures deeply and 
took the Blessed Word of God as their 
guide to life eternal. 


It is not irreverent to use our minds 
to dig into the Holy Scriptures for the 
truth they will yield. But it is irrever- 
ent for leaders of Christian (so-called) 
thought to dig into it to find faults! 
How Ingersol would have rejoiced +o 
have had the endorsement of present 
day religious leaders! And we who 
love and honor the Bible are given to 
understand that our minds are function- 
ally in suspense when we read the 
Scriptures! 


The subject matter of the article 
comprises the views of an early mis- 
sionary and bishop of the Anglican 
Church, Bishop Colenso of Natal, 
South Africa, who published a work 
attacking the authorship and truth of 
the first six books of the Bible more 
than sixty years ago. His criticisms 
of the books of Moses are now held up 
for the children using the Sunduy 
School Journal as being sound. Let us 
be reminded of the admonition: “Train 
up a child in the way he should go, and 
even when he is old he will not depart 
from it.” Some Sunday School leaders 
are deliberately teaching children that 
the Bible is not to be accepted as final 
authority. 


Calenso’s criticisms are based upon 
errors of fact and upon misconceptions, 
and Editor Winrod has requested me 
to point out some of these errors. Let 
us quote Colenso himself for one ex- 
ample: “While translating the story of 
the Flood, I have had a simple-minded, 
but intelligent native look up and ask, 
‘Is all that true, that all the beasts, and 
birds, and creeping things upon the 
earth, large and small, from hot coun- 
tries and cold, came thus by pairs and 
entered into the ark of Noah? And 
did Noah gather food for them all, for 
the beasts and birds of prey’”? 


Colenso did not believe that this was 
so. He states: “I now know... . that 
a Universal Deluge, such as the Bible 
speaks of, could not possibly have taken 
place in the way described in the book 
of Genesis.” 


There are two things to be considered 
—the religious and scientific view- 
points. Our Saviour said: “As it was 
in the days of Noah. ... the Flood 
came and destroyed them all.” Jesus 
spoke of the Flood as if he had personal 
knowledge of it—it was a fact; “the 
Flood came and destroyed them all.” 
When a man takes upon himself the 
name of Christ; occupies the place of a 
teacher and worshipper, but when he 
can no longer accept the words of 
Christ, the time has come for him to 
leave the church, drop the name of 
Christian, and hold himself merely as 
an admirer of a Man Jesus, Who had 
fine thoughts and fine ideals, but was 
often wrong. With due respect for the

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probable deep seated intent of Bishop 
Colenso to help his fellow men; but 
when he could no longer accept the 
words of Christ as true, church mem- 
bership and stewardship should have 
been his no longer. And it would be 
better if the same rule could be applied 
for all those who now take the same 
position. The church would be far 
better off without them. 


The author of the article (not Colen- 
so) speaks of hearing a Sunday School 
teacher defend the Flood narrative by 
pointing out: 1. The widespread tradi- 
tions of the Flood, indicating that it oc- 
curred. 2. The fact that the ark could 
hold individuals of all species of land 
animals. 3. The excellent dimensions 
of the ark as a ship, although there was 
probably no real ship building when 
the account was written. The author 
then held all of these positions in scorn, 
but I declare that all are valid. 


In The Defender, reasons for believ- 
ing Deluge geology have been advanced 
that have never been successfully as- 
sailed. The writings of George Mc- 
Cready Price discrediting the evolution- 
ist’s age geology, which Colenso and 
the skeptics believe, are scorned but 
never refuted. The position of Colenso 
and his kind, that a Universal Deluge 
did not occur, may have been believed to 
be good science in the past but it has 
since been proved to be bad science. 
The stubborn fact remains that all over 
this planet there is geological proof, 
from the earth’s crust, that a Flood like 
that described in Genesis and con- 
firmed by Christ, did actually take 
place. 


The Death of a Hebrew Slave 


Then Colenso wrote with horror of a 
law described in Exodus 21:20: “If a 
man smite his servant or his maid with 
a rod, and he die under his hand; he 
shall surely be punished. Notwith- 
standing if he continue a day or two, 
he shall not be punished, for he is his 
money”. To call a human being the 
“money” of another human being; to 
leave unpunished the owner who would 
beat a slave so that he later died, 
seemed terrible. Therefore Colenso de- 
cided that God never gave such a law. 


If he had thought of what our Sav- 
iour said of another thing: “For the 
hardness of your heart Moses permitted 
him to put her away”, he might have 
realized that the laws given through 
Moses were in part based upon deep- 
seated customs of the people and were 
permitted “for the hardness of their 
heart” and not because the Creator 
wished them so. When God is blamed 
for what is in His Word, ignorance of 
His Word will invariably be found. 


The “Massacre” of the Midianites 


The killing of 16,000 Midianites after 
the debauchery of many men of Israel 
is condemned by Colenso on the grounds 
that God would not sponsor such a 
deed. We will allow this seeming justi- 
fication for the argument; at the pres- 
ent time we would not say that any 
group of men would be justified in 
killing another great group on such 
grounds. Yet Colenso and the critics 
might have thought of this: God had 
brought Israel from Egypt to be an 


holy people, a “people for his name”. 
Midian for the sake of making Israel 
unholy had made their daughters, and 
perhaps their wives, prostitutes to 
those men of Israel who could be en- 
ticed to debauchery, not merely because 
Midian loved sinful pleasure, but for 
the Weliberate purpose of debauching 
Israel and having them destroyed—a 
people whom God was training for 
Himself. 


Hardly an imaginable thing could be 
more horrible to contemplate than that. 
From the standpoint of Midian itself 
death was better than life under those 
conditions. The birth of generation 
after generation of babies who would 
grow up to such immorality would 
mean sin, misery and distress as long 
as the tribe endured. Death is horrible, 
but where there is mass immorality, 
judgment always follows. Contemplate 
the downfall of Babylon, Greece and 
Rome. No nation has ever lived 
through a moral collapse. 


And the same thing is true of the 
Canaanites whom Israel was to destroy. 
Their immoral practices, as described 
in the Law given through Moses, are 
horrible to think of. Condemn Israel, 
condemn God, deny the truth of the 
books of Moses because these things 
are recorded? No. Rather use these 
things as evidence of the truth of the 
record. 


Replying Against God 

After all, however, the point is not 
whether a detailed analysis of each 
Scriptural statement which Colenso at- 
tacks, could be made, to see if the 
Bible can be defended or if it can be 
attacked with some show of reason; 
the question is whether a man can at- 
tack God’s Word and still call himself 
a Christian. Christ Himself said that 
Noah entered into the ark and then the 
Flood came and destroyed all the rest of 
mankind. If a person decides that the 
Flood account is false, he must decide 
that Christ was wrong in asserting the 
fact of the Flood. His conduct then 
should be plain before him: he should 
stop calling himself a Christian and he 


should attack the Scriptures in the uni- 
form of an enemy of Christ, not in the 
clothing of a sheep. 


Jesus in His discussions with the 
Jews reiterated again and again: 
“Moses wrote of me”; “Moses gave you 
the law”; and words to that effect. Yet 
churchmen occupying pulpits, or writ- 
ing in church papers, say: “Moses did 
not write these things; they were writ- 
ten by other men hundreds of years lat- 
er than Moses lived.” When this posi- 
tion is taken in an organization founded 
by the Godly John Wesley and his asso- 
ciates, or in any other so-called evan- 
gelical church, the time has come to 
say: “How are the mighty fallen”, and 
“A man’s foes shall be they of his own 
household”. 


The Letter and the Spirit 


Strange it is how the Modernistic 
critics of the Bible profess their sin- 
cere love for it. They love it, so they 
say, believing it full of faults and man- 
made errors, more than those love it 
who believe it to be the Word of God. 
On that principle they would love a 
friend who was false far more than a 
friend who was true! But God says: 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please God”; and “Whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin”. Sin is a horrible word; 
unpopular in these days of skepticism. 


Another Scripture speaks of “making 
God a liar”. In Revelation it is written: 
“He that taketh away from the words 
of the prophecy of this book, his name 
shall be taken away out of the book of 
life”. Though written particularly of 
Revelation, the statement is true of all 
of God’s Word. It is a terrible thing to 
put oneself in rebellion against God. 


In spite of this the position of the 
modern disbelievers who profess them- 
selves to be followers of the Lamb is 
put in these words, taken from the 
article in question: “But slowly we 
have learned that as God speaks 
through imperfect human beings or an 
unideal natural order, so this message 
He speaks through a fallible Book.” 





The Historic and Evangelical Value of 
The Apostles Creed

ECAUSE many people are unfa- 

miliar with the Declaration of Faith 
known as “The Apostles Creed”, we 
print the same as a sort of introduction 
to this article: 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker of Heaven and Earth, and in Je- 
sus Christ, His only Son, our Lord, Who 
was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary, suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, was crucified dead and 
buried; the third day He rose from the 
dead; He ascended into Heaven, and 
sitteth on the ‘right hand of God the Fa- 
ther Almighty; from thence He shall 
come to judge the quick and the dead. 
I believe in the Holy Ghost: the Holy 
Catholic Church: the Communion of 
Saints; the forgiveness of Sins; the 
resurrection of the body, and the life 
everlasting. Amen. 

The Apostles Creed was not compiled 


by the Apostles, as some have erron- 
eously supposed. 


There is an early tradition to the ef- 
fect that the Apostles on the eve of 
their departure from Jerusalem felt it 
necessary that they should agree upon 
a Standard of Doctrine for their 
preaching; and accordingly they com- 
piled the Apostles Creed—each Apostle 
contributing one article, viz: 


“T believe in God the Father Al- 


mighty,” by Peter 
“Maker of Heaven and earth,” 
by John. 


“And in Jesus Christ, His only Son, 
our Lord,” by James. 


“Who was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary,” 
by Andrew. 
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“Suffered under Pontius Pilate, was 
crucified dead and buried,” 
by Phillip. 


“The third day He rose from the 
dead,” by Thomas 


“He ascended into Heaven, and sit- 
teth on the right hand of God the 
Father Almighty,” 

by Bartholomew. 


“From thence He shall come to judge 
the quick and the dead,” 
by James (the less). 


“The Communion of Saints, the for- 
giveness of Sins,” 
by Simon Zelotes. 


“The resurrection of the body,” 
by Jude. 


“And the life everlasting.” 
by Matthias. 


This tradition has been thoroughly 
disproven. What we term the “Apos- 
tles Creed,” grew out of the simple 
“Confession of Faith” which the appli- 
cant for baptism was required to re- 
peat. Consequently it differed in differ- 
ent parts of the Church. When in Gal- 
veston, Texas, some years ago, we were 
worshiping in a church, where they re- 
peated the Apostles Creed as a part of 
the opening exercises. Being, as we 
felt, familiar with the Creed, we joined 
in that part of the service. The first 
thing we knew the Congregation were 
saying “He descended into Hell” and we 
were saying, “He ascended into Heav- 
en”. Both of us were right; but each 
was reciting a different form of the 
same Creed. As nearly as can be as- 
certained, the Apostles Creed came to 
be used in the early church about the 
middle of the third century and has re- 
mained practically unchanged to the 
present time. According to church his- 
tory, the Apostles Creed was repeated 
regularly at each Lord’s Day service as 
it is in many of our Evangelical 
Churches today, though we regret to 
say it is rapidly falling into disuse and 
our young people are suffering in con- 
sequence. . 


Few of our young people today—un- 
less they have had special Bible train- 
ing— are able to tell, off hand, what 
they believe. They can tell you, with 
no uncertainty, what they do not be- 
lieve; but they have no definite stand- 
ard of belief. With them all Creeds 
are alike. Let us consider just a mo- 
ment—CHARACTERS ARE BUILT 
ON POSITIVE BELIEFS. 


Dr. Mark Matthews addressing a con- 
vention of young people said recently: 
“What America needs today more than 
anything else, is young men and young 
women who believe something.” Anil 
then he went on to add: “Your life will 
never amount to more than the snap 
of your finger until it is controlled by 
some great belief”. In this Dr. Mat- 
thews was right; it has been Men of 
Faith, and Men of Prayer, who have 
guided our “Ship of State” through 
troubled seas, and it is going to take 
Men of equal faith and prayer to guide 
her through the days which lie ahead. 


It was a lack of knowledge of the fun- 
damental doctrines set forth in this 
Creed, that made it easy for the Mod- 
ernists preacher to lead youth from the 
faith. Our young people have no moor- 
ings. . The most Modernistic statements 
can be made in almost any pulpit to- 


day and not a voice will be raised in 
protest. It was to help save our young 
people that the writer of this article 
took up the study of this Creed. The 
Apostles Creed is in no way Sectarian 
and yet it is thoroughly Evangelical. 
It may well be called, a short course in 
theology. 


Now an Evangelical Church is one 
which accepts the doctrines of God, the 
doctrines of Jesus Christ and the doc- 
trines of the Holy Spirit. All these are 
embodied in the Apostles Creed. 


A professor in one of our American 
universities said to his class a few years 
ago: “We have outgrown the idea of 
one big God and two little ones”. He 
was striking at the “Doctrine of the 
Trinity,” yet the majority of the class 
did not sense it. It is against such 
declarations as this, that our young 
people need the protection afforded 
them from a careful study of this 
Creed. 


The writer of this article is pleading, 
not alone for the recital of this Creed 
at each Lord’s Day service, but he is 
pleading for a careful study of the 
Creed article by article. 


Young People have repeatedly said to 
us: “I have repeated the Apostles Creed 
in church every Sabbath since I can re- 
member, but never till I studied it, did 
I come to appreciate its value or realize 
its worth.” We know parents who are 
fairly “weeping their eyes out” because 
their children have been led away from 
the faith while getting their education. 
There has never been a time in living 
memory when it was so necessary for 
Christian parents to guard the faith of 
their children. 


What is the solution? Get none but 
Christian teachers in our institutions of 
learning? That would solve it, but un- 
fortunately no such Utopia seems pos- 
sible under our present organization. 
But the Home and the Church can do it. 
The fau't with the church today is: 
“She is harnessed to no definite task”. 
True she has a missionary program at 
home and abroad but these are not sav- 
ing the HOME BASE. 


When the young boy and young girl 
comes to understand the ground rock 
upon which the Church is built, we will 
have solved the question,—How keep 
our young people in the church and 
how clean up the existing evils in our 
nation! 


Roger Babson said recently: “Amer- 
ica is awaiting only a Spiritual Revival 
to bring back prosperity”. Any one 
who reads his Bible knows that: “God's 
judgments are abroad in the land”. 


Evil can never be eradicated by legis- 
lation. The second Psalm gives us the 
only answer as to how we are going to 
make worthy citizens of the on-coming 
generation. Read it. 


Our government is endeavoring to in- 
culcate Patriotism into the youth of our 
land bv having them repeat at school, 
“The Pledge to the Flag’—a grand 
idea. We have never seen pupils face 
the flag; stand at attention as they do 
and reveat that Pledge, but that we 
have wished in our heart, that every 
Soldier of the Cross each Lord’s Day 
would stand at “Spiritual Attention,” 
(and that means with reverence) and 
solemnly affirm—“I believe in God the 
Father Almighty and in Jesus Christ, 
His only Son, our Lord,” etc.

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The Judgment Seat of Christ

In I Corinthians 3:8-15 we have a 
description of the judgment of Chris- 
tians, both resurrected and translated, 
at the time of the Lord’s return. This 
event is known as the “day of Christ”. 
Two things take place when Christ re- 
turns. The resurrection of the depart- 
ed who have left the body in Christ. 
And the translation of the waiting, 
watching saints. The rewards due Be- 
lievers will be distributed at that time. 
You are not saved by works, You are 
saved to work. Your works determine 
your rewards. 


Investing the Gospel 


In the 19th Chapter of Luke, Jesus 
describes “a certain nobleman” who 
went into “a far country”, but before 
going away he distributed “ten pounds” 
among his ten servants to be invested. 
When he returned he demanded a re- 
port from each servant. The first had 
made a profit of ten pounds for his 
master, the second invested his pound 
and produced five more, and so on. 
Finally, one servant who had been in- 
dolent and lazy, came bringing back the 
lonely pound which his master had left 
with him, and said: “Here is thy pound, 
which I have kept laid up in a napkin.” 
Notice the word napkin. 


In the original Greek, napkin actual- 
ly means sweat-cloth. In other words, 
the servant didn’t want to work. He 
was shiftless, slothful. He buried his 
master’s money in a sweat-cloth. No 
labor, no sweating for that man! 


It will be recalled that Jesus com- 
pleted the parable by saying that the 
lazy servant’s pound was taken from 
him and handed to the one who had ten. 
What a wealth of teaching there is in 
this story! Jesus is the Nobleman. 
He has gone into a far country. He 
left us the Gospel message to invest. 
We are His servants. He is coming 
back. We are to use every talent we 
possess in His service. When called to 
make a report, we must be able to ex- 
plain that we did our best. 


Distribution of Rewards 


The Judgment Seat of Christ is nec- 
essary in order to get Christians un- 
tangled. In order to determine to 
whom the spoils of victory belong. It 
is necessary, so as to determine the size 
of each Christian’s pay-check. The 
prophet Daniel will not know what he is 
worth until the last Believer gets there, 
to testify as to benefits derived from his 
Book. Isaiah will not know the extent 
of his reward until you arrive and re- 
veal what the fifty-third chapter of his 
Book meant to you when you were in 
the flesh. Paul will not know his full 
standing until I get there to explain 
what his life and letters did for me. 
The reward of the twice-born mortal 
will be “according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” 


Figurative language is used in I Cor- 
inthians 3:11-15 to explain the nature 
of Christian rewards. The contrasts 
are between “gold, silver, precious 
stones” as compared with “wood, hay, 
stubble.” The one who has worked 
well, and served obediently, will take 
riches into the eternal state with him. 


“If any man’s work abide which he hath 
built thereupon, he shall receive re- 
ward. If any man’s work shall be 
os he shall suffer Joss; yet so as by 
ire.” 


The Judgment Seat of Christ does 
not involve the matter of a Christian 
being saved or lost. One is saved. the 
instant he turns from sin and accepts 
Christ. The Lord said: “It is finished.” 
Acceptance of the vicarious work of the 
Cross, in simple faith, determines one’s 
personal salvation. Then, following 
the crisis of conversion, the Believer’s 
labors determine his heavenly reward. 


The Greek phrase meaning Judgment 
Seat of Christ, is bema. It is entirely 
different from kathedra, the term used, 
for instance, in describing the position 
of judgeship occupied by the Jewish 
rulers of the old Sanhedrin. Kathedra 
implies a tribunal, whereas bema con- 
veys the idea of a runner in a race. 
Bema means the winning of a prize. 
Not the receiving of a sentence for a 
crime against the government of God. 


Future Crowns 


No saint is rewarded immediately 
after his death. It is some times said 
by preachers at funerals, that the de- 
ceased has gone to his heavenly reward. 
This is not true. There is no heavenly 
reward until after the close-up of this 
dispensation. A Believer passing “out 
of the body” in this age enters a realm 
of bliss, but his state will not be per- 
fect until he passes the Judgment Seat 
ef Christ. Bear in mind Jesus’ words 
to the good man in whose house He 
dined: “Thou shalt be recompensed at 
the resurrection of the just.” 


Peter built upon the same truth when 
he said: “Feed the flock, . . And when 
the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye 
shall receive a crown of glory that fad- 
eth not away.” And Paul: “Henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge shall give me at that 
day: and not me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing.” 


Notice, the crown, the reward, is due 
at the time of his appearing. This en- 
tire doctrine is clinched in Revelation 
22:12, “Behold, I come quickly; and my 
reward is with me, to give every man 
according as his work shall be.” 


Paul again emphasizes the bema, or 
race element of the doctrine, in these 
words: “That I may rejoice in the day 
of Christ that I have not run in vain, 
neither labored in vain.” The crowns 
described as belonging to the child of 
God, and concerning which we are cau- 
tioned not to lose, are: “The Crown of 
Life”, “The Incorruptible Crown”, “The 


Crown of Rejoicing”, “The Crown of 


Glory” and “The Crown of Righteous- 
ness”, This parabolic language gives 
one an idea of the quality of the com- 
ing rewards. 

If one Christian shall have aught in 
his heart against another, this condition 
will have to find adjustment at the 
Judgment Seat of Christ. We are 
urged to appear “Blameless in the day 
of our Lord Jesus Christ”. “Every 
man’s work shall be made manifest; for 


the day shall declare it.” To harbor 
malice toward a fellow Believer, is to 
place one in the position of losing a 
crown, of demoralizing his standing 
with the Lord. Some Christians will 
have a great deal to make right in “the 
day of Christ” before they can hope to 
be presentable as an heir to the King- 
dom of Heaven. If you have had dif- 
ferences with another Christian so that 
there is something bitter in your soul 
at the present moment, it will be far 
better to do your part of the forgiving 
here and now and get it over with, 
rather than have to face it in the pres- 
ence of the Lord at the Judgment Seat. 


“And now, little children, abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, we 
may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming,”

This proposed break- 
ing down of State rights would be an- 
other move in the direction of Dictator- 
ship involving an abridgment of the 
Constitution with a direct stab at the 
heart of the American form of consti- 
tutional government.

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The Unbridgable Chasm

Pers has created numberless orders 
X of living creatures upon earth. He 
has also unalterably fixed the essential 
characteristics and limitations of each 
species in such a way as both to per- 
petuate it and to keep it from confusion 
with others. 


To this end, He has delegated to each 
species the wondrous function of repro- 
duction, whereby His pre-ordained pur- 
pose may be infallibly certain of ful- 
fillment. Consequently, the outcome of 
this purpose has not been left to the 
fortuitive agencies of chance, nor to the 
capricious action of any finite agency 
whatsoever, but wholly to the immut- 
able certainties of the faultless forces 
ordained and operated by His own in- 
finite will, the so-called “Laws of Na- 
ture.” 


These forces manifestly underlie the 
familiar expression, “each after its 
kind,” which in substance is repeated 
no less than ten times in fourteen suc- 
cessive verses of the first chapter of 
+ So gatas Volume, the Christian 

ible. 


Hence, although skeptics have always 
sought to discredit the characteristic 
teachings of this wondrous Book, they 
have thus far utterly failed to disprove 
the fact that this Biblical principle, 
“each after it’s kind,” is actually fun- 
damental to the great science of Biol- 
ogy, and consequently to every species 
of earthly life. 


Every living organism upon earth 
embraces certain elements now to be 
found in some of the inorganic sub- 
stances of the earth. This fact, how- 
ever, constitutes no evidence that any 
vital relationship exists between any of 
the organic life-forms and the inorgan- 
ic materials from which they were evi- 
dently derived. For no principle ever 
yet discovered in Nature can rationally 
account for the inscrutable element of 
life, which alone actually and decisively 
differentiates the one from the other. 


No principle of evolutionary develop- 
ment can ever suffice to relate the or- 
ganic and the inorganic; for between 
pmo an impassable gulf is immutably 

xed. 


For a like reason, the theory of Evo- 
lution must forever prove inadequate 
to account for the tremendous intellec- 
tual differences which exist between 
mankind and any of the lower animals. 
A careful comparison between mankind 
and any of these, will doubtless make 
these surprising differences far more 
apparent and impressive than could be 
secured by any other form of argument. 


We know that all normal individuals 
of our own species are gifted with suf- 
ficient intelligence to enable them quite 
readily to learn to read and to write. 
We also know that not a single creature 
among all the myriads of the lower 
animals is gifted in the same way. No 
fact of authentic history within my own 
knowledge will warrant the conclusion 
that any person of our species has ever 
succeeded in developing in a single 
creature of any other species than our 
own, sufficient intelligence to read or 
to write a dozen words, or even one 


word, and at the same time to secure 
satisfactory evidence that the creature 
actually comprehended the significance 
of the printed or written characters, 
whenever or wherever these were 
brought to its attention. 


Indubitable facts within our knowl- 
edge incontestibly prove that none of 
those creatures have now, nor ever have 
had, any such intellectual faculties con- 
ferred upon them. 


These indisputable considerations 
positively disprove the validity of the 
evolutionary hypothesis, which is base:] 
upon the false assumption that mankind 
has gradually evolved or been developed 
from some of the lower species. If our 
evolutionist friends sincerely believe 
that this hypothesis is sustained by 
scientific principles, why should they 
not confidently expect that at least an 
occasional creature of some _ other 
species than our own, might develop 
some such intellectual capacity as is 
here suggested? 


But we find that among our most 
treasured house-pets, not even except- 
ing our simian neighbors, which some 
of our friends seem to imagine should 
be honored by a place in our family- 
tree, not one has yet given any satis- 
factory evidence that it has never had 
even a glimmer of such intelligence as 
is here under consideration. 


The theory of Evolution is therefore 
manifestly unscientific; for its propon- 
ents have thus far utterly failed to cite 
even one indubitable instance of the 
evolutionary transmission from one 
species to another, of the amazing liter- 
ary capacity of mankind, which is ab- 
solutely non-existent in any of the 
lower species. 


This marvellous capacity, however, is 
but one among numberless other equal- 
ly amazing endowments, which God has 
conferred upon humanity, but which He 
has not bestowed upon a single one of 
any other known species. 


The curriculum of our common schools 
constitutes incontestable evidence that 
that this is true. For, whether in the 
most progressive and enlightened, or in 
the least favored lands on earth, we 
find that most individuals of our own 
species are able to comprehend the 
significance of the rudiments of an edu- 
cation, as suggested by the pages of 
the primer, the geography, the arith- 
metic, the spelling-book, or other such 
beginners’ booklets, not one of which 
would be comprehensible or intelligible 
to a single creature of any other species 
than our own, regardless of any efforts 
we might make to enlighten them. 


But whence, it may be asked, did 
mankind acquire this wonderful intel- 
lectual superiority above the brutes, 
since, as we have already discovered, 
it could not have been derived by in- 
heritance from any of the lower orders, 
because none of them have ever been 
endowed with such wondrous gifts. 


To this inquiry, but a single satis- 
factory and rational response is pos- 
sible. For manifestly it came directly

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from the creative hand of God, when 
He, at the very beginning, ordained the 
subordination of every other species of 
animal life to the rulership of mankind. 


In the first chapter of Genesis, we 
are authoritatively informed that when 
God created our first parents, He so 
-highly endowed our species that man 
should be the natural or logical ruler of 
the entire animal creation. This Scrip- 
ture reads as follows: 


“And God said, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness: and let 
them have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. So God creat- 
ed man in His own image, in the 
image of God created he him; male and 
female created he them. And God 
blessed them, and God said unto them: 
be fruitful and multiply and _ re- 
plenish the earth, and subdue it; and 
have dominicn over the fish of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and over 
every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth.” (Genesis 1:26—28.) 


As we compare the lowest and the 
highest orders of earthly life, we find 
that there is an almost inconceivable 
variety of differences. For instance, 
certain insects, such as the common 
house-fly, apparently enter at once full 
grown into the peculiar activities of 
their appointed sphere, with all their in- 
stincts and functional powers fully 
developed and ready for use. 


Not so, however, as to the new-born 
babe of our own humanity, which 
embraces in its tiny undeveloped or- 
ganism the germinal possibilities of the 
highest of all known earthly creatures, 
but which, nevertheless is ushered into 
the sphere of its future supremacy, as 
perhaps the most helpless and depen- 
dent of all earthly creatures. 


It begins wholly devoid of any kind 
of knowledge, and at the very first, it 
manifests but a solitary instinct, name- 
ly, that of seeking physical nourish- 
ment. Several months must elapse be- 
fore it will take its first step, or in 
any other useful way will exercise its 
little limbs; while two decades will 
searce suffice to develop even approxi- 
mately near to maturity either its body 
or its mind. 


God has manifestly adopted each or- 
der of the lower creatures to the special 
sphere for which He has intended it, 
and in which also it is best qualified 
to fulfil His purpose, as announced in 
His written Word. However, this adap- 
tation to man’s supremacy, does not 
of necessity imply that in every re- 
spect man is far superior to every other 
creature. In fact, we all know that in 
some respects, he is quite inferior to 
some of them. 


In the mere element of physical 
strength, we know that no man can 
compare with the ox, the lion, the ele- 
phant, or various other animals. Man 
has not the fleetness of the deer, or of 
numerous other creatures. He cannot 
with impunity commit himself to the 
water, as does the duck, the sea-gull. 
Nor can he like some of them soar 
high above the earth, by the use of 
equipment provided him by Nature. 


Many other respects might also be 


mentioned, in which God has endowed 
many of the lower creatures, but has 
not conferred upon mankind. Thus it 
is clear that even though in certain re- 
spects, some of the lower creatures are 
physically superior to man; they must 
all nevertheless yield to his sway, be- 
cause of his intellectual superiority, 
through which in actual fact he has 
fulfilled the Scripturally-announced or- 
dination of God, that man should be 
the indisputable lord and ruler of the 
entire animal creation, a fact which is 
constantly verified before our eyes. 


From foregoing arguments and con- 
siderations it will be seen that, both 
historically and Scripturally, God has 
emphatically indicated His own esti- 
mate of the inviolable sanctity of every 
species which He has created, each of 
which He has manifestly safe-guarded 
by means of the well-known physical 
principle relating to the infertility of 
hybrids, from unnatural mixtures, or 
confusion of different species. 


This is God’s own answer to the er- 
ror of Evolution. For it is an insur- 
mountable interdiction, by His own 
omnipotent power, against the folly of 
undertaking to obtain a new and per- 
manent species which God has never 
ordained, and which for that reason can 
never meet with success. For without 
exception, God’s own Divine order is, 
conformity to type, or as otherwise ex- 
pressed, “Each after it’s kind.” 


Two other problems which widen and 
deepen the gulf between man and the 
lower animals, now face those theistic 
evolutionists who still retain, though 
most inconsistently, their belief that, 
of all the animal creation, man alone 
possesses a soul. We ask evolutionists 
these questions: 

First: At what period in man’s sup- 
posed transition from the lower orders 
of animal life did he become possessed 
of a soul; how was it acquired; and 
when did he become conscious of its 

ossession? Evidently, it could not 

ave been acquired gradually. 


Second: When and by what means, 
during evolutionary process did the ani- 
mal-man come into possession of a 
conscience and become capable of judg- 


ing between right and wrong, thereby 
becoming a responsible moral agent? 


It is a well-known fact that all hu- 
man beings, even of the lowest and 
most degraded types, have an inborn 
consciousness of the existence of some 
other very powerful, though invisible 
being or beings, of whom the lower 
types of humans live in constant dread 
and fear. Being ignorant of the true 
God of love and mercy, and of the great 
redemption through Jesus Christ, these 
heathen humans blindly worship their 
demon-gods, but in fear only. 


In their belief in these demon powers, 
the poor heathen manifest a wisdom 
superior to some of the most highly 
civilized and intelligent educators of 
our day, who in their proud and wilful 
ignorance absolutely deny the existence 
of such supernatural evil spirits, whose 
existence is frequently declared in the 
inspired Word of God. 


These lowest types of humanity also 
have instinctive sense of right and 
wrong, though very imperfect and dis- 
torted it may be; for they feel a degree 
of responsibility to their unseen gods, 
which frequently impels them to resort 
to many extremes of suffering and sac- 
rifice in their efforts to appease them, 
and to ward off fancied perils, in order 
that they may not be deprived by the 
wrath of these gods, of such good as 
their future existence may have in 
store for them. 


Thus, the great mass of the lowest 
and least intelligent of our human 
species give convincing evidence that 
they possess a threefold nature, body, 
soul and spirit. They believe instinc- 
tively in a future existence, and that a 
part of their being will live on after 
their visible body is dead. How came 
they by this conviction, unless it was 
placed there by their Creator? No ani- 
mal possesses such knowledge. 


When the Evolutionist answers these 
questions honestly, logically, and con- 
vincingly, at the same time sustaining 
the evolutionary theory, then, and not 
before, will we be ready to place Evo- 
lution on the pedestal which for thou- 
sands of years has been occupied by 
the inspired Word of Almighty God. 
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Startled, I turned and saw a man 
stooping over and reaching into a bunch 
of tall green grass. 


“Run!” I cried, “It’s a snake! 
a rattler!” 


The man, paying no heed to my en- 
treaty, continued to feel around in the 
grass and soon brought forth a rattle 
snake. 


“Ah”, he said, looking toward me. 
with a smile, “this is just what I’ve 
been looking for. I wanted it as a 
rattlebox for my baby”. But seeing

The Ships of Tarshish

I N a previous study, we learned that / 
the seed of prophecy is planted deep in; 


Genesis. From the three sons of Noah, 
are descended all the modern nations. 
God has placed a division between the 
Japhetic nations which runs through all 
history even to the end of this age. 
This division is marked by Gomer and 
Javan. We also learned that Gomer 
is modern Germany and Javan is 
Greece, but concerning their sons little 
was said, except that the third son of 
Javan, Kittim, is Rome. The purpose 
of this study is to identify, as far as 
possible, the other nations of Genesis 
10:3,4, and then, in another study, we 
will attempt to show their place in 
prophecy. 

Let it be said again that Gomer and 
Javan are nations in opposition. When

The Sons of Gomer 


“And the sons of Gomer; Ashkenaz, 
and Riphath, and Togarmah.” Very 
little is given us in Scripture concern- 
ing Ashkenaz so it would seem he will 
not play an important part in prophecy. 
Jer. 51:27 conneets Ashkenaz with Ar- 
arat and Minni, lands north of Palestine 
in the locality of modern Armenia. 


There is historical evidence to show 
that the descendants 


of Ashkenaz 
moved into Europe, and there is a pos- 
sibility that he is represented in Scan- 
dinavia. Still less is written about 
Riphath. His people settled in northern 
Asia Minor but beyond that little is 
now known. There is little doubt that 
Togarmah is Turkey. 


The Sons of Javan 

“And the sons of Javan; Elishah, and 
Tarshish, and Kittim, and Dodanim.” 
Just as the sons of Gomer are found 
north of Palestine, so the sons of Jav- 
an are found west of Palestine. Elishah 
seems to have settled in Greece with 
his father Javan, forming possibly that 


.“Tarshish” ? 


branch of the Greek race known as the 
Aeolian, and Dodanim either the Ionian 
or Dorian branch. In the previous ar- 
ticle we stated that Kittim is Rome. 
It now only remains to locate Tarshish 
among the modern nations. 

Who is Tarshish? 

Jonah purchased a ticket for Tarshish 
when he fled from the “presence of the 
Lord.” But where is this place called 
The best that can be ob- 
tained from the encyclopaedias is that 
Tarshish is the Tartessus of Spain, a 
city of ancient times, located on the 
Guadalquiver river. Had the Bible re- 
mained silent here, as it does about 
Riphath or some of the other grand- 
sons of Japheth, we should accept this 
as fact. But Tarshish is a very im- 
portant place, if we are to judge by the 
number of references made to it in 
Scripture, so that we are not left to the 
works of men for information at this 
point. Let us take our Bibles and trace 
this word “Tarshish”, noting the in- 
formation we thereby obtain. 

Referring to the splendor of Solo- 
mon, we read: “For the king had at 
sea a navy of Tharshish with the navy 
of Hiram: once in three years came the 
navy of Tharshish, bringing gold, and 
silver, ivory, and apes, and peacocks,” 
I Ki. 10:22 cf. II Chron. 9:21. We are 
not to understand that all these prod- 
ucts came actually from Tarshish but 
that the ships of Tarshish brought 
them. By the “ships of Tarshish” is 
meant, not little boats, but ocean going 
vessels. First, therefore, we learn that 
Tarshish is closely connected with 
ships. Second, that Tarshish is a long 
distance from Palestine for it required 
three years to make the round trip. 
Read also I Ki. 22:48,49 and II Chron. 
20:35-37. These verses seem to imply 
that Tarshish was in those days a syn- 
onym for large ships so that any ocean 
going vessel was called a “ship of Tar- 
shish” even though it was not really 
sailing there. 

Psalm 72:10 gives us our third point, 
for it states that “The kings of Tar- 
shish and of the isles shall bring pres- 
ents”, unto the returned King of Israel. 
This is a Millennial picture and evident- 
ly places Tarshish among the “sheep” 
nations, Mt. 25:31-40. So the Tarshish 
of prophecy is a nation considerate of 
the Jew. 

Here we turn to Isaiah. In 2:16 we 
read again of “the ships of Tarshish.” 
In chapter twenty three we find some

Finklestein 

Concerning Hitler, let it be said 
in all fairness, that he is not “A 
blood-thirsty monster who eats a 
little Hebrew baby every morning 
for breakfast.”

Unspeakable Crimes 


God, looking from His Heaven, saw 
what horrible crimes the Reds would 
commit. He contemplated their dastard- 
ly program of war and carnage. And He 
prompted His faithful prophet to say: 
“J AM AGAINST THEE O GOG.” 


The Moscow Dictatorship has no love 
for the Gentiles it controls. Stalin’s 
gang of murderers rule the masses only 
through fear, and by their secret sys- 
tem of police. It is estimated that 20,- 
000,000 Russians have been killed by 
the “reigns of terror”, and other evils, 
inaugurated by the Reds. 


In 1919 the “Rohrberg Commission of 
Enquiry” published the following report 
of what it found in the Russian com- 
munity, Kief. It is a sample of what oc- 
curred all over the Empire. The Rohr- 
berg investigators said that when they 
visited the Executive Hall of the Kief 
Jewish Chekka, they found it in the 
following condition: 


“The whole cement floor of the great 
garage, or the executive hall of the 
Departmental Chekka of Kief, was 
flooded with blood. This blood was no 
longer flowing; it formed a level of 
several inches. It was a horrible mix- 
ture of blood, brains, of pieces of skull, 
of tufts of hair, and other remains. All 
the walls, riddled by thousands of bul- 
lets, were bespattered with blood. 
Pieces of brains and of scalps were 
sticking to them. 


“A gutter 25 centimeters wide by 25 
centimeters deep, and about 10 meters 
long, ran from the center of the garage 
toward a subterranean drain. This gut- 
ter, along its whole length, was full to 
the top with blood. 


“Usually, as soon as the massacre 
had taken place, the bodies were con- 
veyed out of town in motor lorries and 
buried in shallow trench-graves. We 
found in another corner of the garage 
another grave which was older and 
contained about 80 bodies. Here we dis- 
covered on the bodies traces of cruelty 
and mutilations the most varied and 
unimaginable. Some bodies were dis- 
emboweled, others had limbs chopped 
off, some were literally hacked to 
pieces. Some had their eyes put out and 
the head, face, neck and trunk covered 
with deep wounds. Further on we found 
a corpse with a wedge driven into its 
chest. Some had no tongues. In a cor- 
ner of the grave we discovered a quan- 
tity of dismembered arms and legs be- 
or’ to no bodies that we could 
ocate.” 


“Blood in the Streets” 


America is at the crossroads today. 
We are by no means immune to the 
Communistic curse. As a matter of fact, 
the Red menace was never as active 
in the U. S. as it is at the present 
time. No person, who is unafraid +o 
face true facts, will deny that Commu- 
nistic dictatorial machinery is now set 
up at the seat of our national govern- 
ment.

A Milwaukee newspaper 
reports that someone said to Mr. Roose- 
velt recently: “‘If your program suc- 
ceeds, you’ll be the greatest President 
we’ve ever had; if it fails, you’ll be the 
worst!’ Instantly he said, ‘Wrong! If 
it fails, I won’t be the WORST Presi- 
dent; I’ll be the LAST!” 


What did he mean? 


Mr. Norman Thomas, who ran for 
President on the Socialist ticket at the 
recent election, said last month: “There 
is no better way conceivable of proving 
the extreme Communist case against 
the NRA than (for its leaders) to act 
as if the NRA was already an agency 
of Hitler’s or Mussolini’s state where 
labor unions have been reduced to ab- 
solute subjection to the government. 
There are enough dangers of Fascism 
in America without emulating Hitler 
or Mussolini at this point.” 


Arthur Brisbane, whose editorials 
are read by millions of people each day, 
said: “Yesterday was Constitution day. 
One hundred and forty-six years have 
passed since the Constitution of the 
United States was adopted after long 
discussions. In honor of the day, the 
distinguished George W. Wickersham, 
who was Attorney General under Presi- 
dent Taft and head of President Hoov- 
er’s national commission on law ob- 
servance, is filled with gloom and wor- 
ries about the Constitution. ‘We have 
the NRA functioning as a virtual dic- 
tatorship,’ he says. He thinks that 
President Roosevelt has abrogated the 
Constitution, made it a scrap of paper.” 


U. S. Senator Hatfield of Virginia 
charges that: “The NRA is trying to 
transplant alien ideas from Russia to 
American soil.” On September 27th, 
former U. S. Senator Watson delivered 
a speech in which he pleaded two hours 
and a half for “an immediate return 
to the Constitution”. U. S. Senator 
Schall said a few days ago: “Premier 
General Johnson—Wall Street partner 
of Barney Baruch, the broker—has de- 
clared a five-week campaign to put 
across the five-year plan of Premier 
Stalin of Russia.” Mr. Schall calls the 
Blue Eagle, “A Soviet duck.” 


That a sense of fear has settled down 
upon the American people is a well 
known fact. The Constitution has been 
abridged at so many vital points that 
its stabilizing power for creating con- 
fidence, over the minds of the people, 
is being rapidly destroyed. James P. 
Cox of Pittsburgh who thought of him- 
self as a Presidential possibility last 
year, said: “Unless the NRA goes 
through, the streets of American cities 
will run red with blood.” 


The New NRA Stamp 


Consider the new NRA postage 
stamp. Evidently there was a Com- 
munistic mind behind it somewhere 
in Washington. It is a crude drawing. 
It resembles Red “art”. The Com- 
munistic emblem is the “Hammer and 
Sickle.” 

Notice on the stamp that the “Farm- 
er” holds a large sickle, or scythe, on 
his shoulder. The worker representing 
“Industry”, carries a huge hammer.

THE JEWISH PASSOVER AND 
THE LORD’S SUPPER. By Arthur 
U. Michelson. Published by The Jew- 
ish Hope Publishing House. Pages 43. 
Price 25 cents. 


Dr. Michelson is a converted German 
Jew. He was formerly one of the most 
noted jurists and legal minds of Ger- 
many. An eastern University called 
him to the United States several years 
ago to become a professor on its fac- 
ulty. After coming to America he 
found Christ to be his true Messiah. 
Thereupon he felt called to devote the 
rest of his life to the preaching of the 
Gospel, as a soul winner to his own 
people, the Jews. He has since traveled 
in all parts of the United States lectur- 
ing on great Bible themes. 


Dr. Michelson was the first man tv 
conceive the plan of establishing what 
he calls a “Hebrew Christian Syna- 
gogue.” It was a new undertaking and 
his efforts were watched by many 
Christian leaders. Finally his dream 
came true and the day arrived for the 
dedication of his “Synagogue”, in the 
city of Los Angeles. Dr. Max Wert- 
heimer, the only converted Rabbi in the 
United States, who is devoting his time 
to Christian service, delivered the dedi- 
catory address. The text of this re- 
markable message comprises one chap- 
ter of the booklet.

But they do not slaughter 
the lamb as they did before God’s Lamb 
was slain on Calvary. In other words, 
when Christ was “lifted up” for the 
sins of the world, He fulfilled the Pass- 
over type which had referred to Him- 
self since the night the Children of Is- 
rael left Egypt. Therefore, Jews no 
longer kill lambs for this service. The 
Reader is shown how the Savioyr is the 
Fulfillment of all the Jewish observ- 
ances having to do with this festival.

valuable information. The subject of 
the chapter is the destruction of Tyre, 
the great maritime city of ancient 
Phoenicia. Verse one says: “Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish.” Verse two: “Be 
still, ye inhabitants of the isle.” Vers- 
es six and seven: “Pass ye over to 
Tarshish; howl, ye inhabitants of the 
isle. Is this your joyous city, whose 
antiquity is of ancient days? her own 
feet shall carry her afar off to sojourn.” 
Here we have the fourth fact concern- 
ing Tarshish, that it is an island. And 
the fifth, that she has a city of great 
antiquity. These verses are generally 
interpreted as meaning Tyre but, if 
that is all Isaiah means, then there is 
little in the chapter for this age. He 
is certainly speaking to Tarsh sh as 
well as to Tyre, both island and strong- 
holds. 


{ The subject of Isaiah sixty is the re- 
' establishment of Israel in Palestine. 
How will Israel be returned to her 
land? Will any nation assist her? 
zsaiah answers: “Surely the isles shall 
wait for me, and the ships of Tarshish 
first to bring thy sons from far.” Fact 
number six: Tarshish is the first nation 
to assist Israel in her return to her own 
land during the end-time of this age. 
What nation was first to take Jews 
back to Palestine after their long Dis- 
persion? 


But further, Ezekiel gives us some 
information also. Again, Ezk. 27, Tyre 
is the subject of prophecy. Ezekiel 
describes the commercial power of 
Phoenicia. This is a fact of history. 
Because of her location, she took to the 
sea, becoming the greatest seafaring 
nation of the ancient world. Planting 
colonies and trading along all the Medi- 
terranean shores, she pushed through 
the Gates of Hercules, circumnavigat- 
ing Africa to the south and reaching 
Britain to the north. With this in mind 
we read: “Tarshish was thy merchant 
by reason of the multitude of all kinds 
of riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead, they traded in thy fairs.” Here is 
fact number seven: Tarshish gave to 
the ancients minerals, especially tin, 
rather than food stuff or agricultural 
products. And finally, lest we overlook 
it, once more we are told about “the 
ships of Tarshish”, verse 25. 


The Facts Summarized 


Now to collect our facts together, we 
find First, that Tarshish is a land of 
ships, she is a commercial, seafaring 
nation. Second, that Tarshish is a 
great distance from Palestine, a three- 
year’s voyage in the days of Solomon. 
Third, Tarshish is a nation friendly 
toward the Jew, excluding Russia, 
Spain, Germany, Austria, and several 
others, thus making our task the more 
simple. Fourth, if we are permitted 
to use Isaiah 23, Tarshish is an island 


England, the Ships of Tarshish 


For centuries England has been a 
people acquainted with ships. Since 
the days of Nelson and Trafalgar, her 
superiority on the seas has been un- 
uestioned. Even the Kaiser learned 
this. Wherever men taste the water 
and find it salt, there is the British 
sailor at home. In spite of the fast 
“ships of Tarshish”, it is still a long 
journey from Joppa to London. There 
is not another nation today, not even 
excluding the United States or Japan, 
that so meets this first requirement as 
does England. 


Again, England has been hospit- 
able to the Jew for, while the curse 
rests on Israel in England and as 
elsewhere, he is more at home there. 
than in any other nation of Europe. 
Little did the League of Nations realize 


that when they gave the Palestinian ° 
Mandate to England, they were fulfil- _ 


ling Bible prophecy. If we say that 
Spain is Tarshish, where is the fulfill- 


ment of Is. 60:92 Spain has always 
been an enemy of Israel. 


Finally, England, more correctly 
Britain, is an island. She has, in her 
capital, a city of great antiquity for 
Londinium was a thriving town on the | 
banks of the Thames when the Romans 
first came to her shores. The Romans 
were in control of Britain over four 
hundred years; later the Germanic 
Angles and Saxons came and changed 
nearly every name and the language 
but the name of the present world’s 
largest city survived them all. Too, 
Britain was almost entirely the only 
source of tin in the ancient days. Ac- 
cording to the light we have, we believe 
the Tarshish of prophecy is England. 
Her importance today in world affairs 
coincides with the prominence given her | 
in Scripture. Knowing now the modern 
counterpart of these Biblical terms, we 
shall be able to turn to Ezekiel next 
month and see prophetic events live be- 
fore us.

The Yaqui Testimony 





S this Defender goes to press, an 

air mail letter comes from Rev. 
Leonardo Mercado, who is working so 
tirelessly among both the Mexicans and 
Yaqui Indians in Arizona. The De- 
fenders Movement contributes an 
average of about $25.00 per month, to 
make it possible for Mr. Mercado to 
reach one of Arizona’s Yaqui tribes 
with the needed Gospel Message. 


His letter remarks: “On our last 
visit out to the Yaqui Village, yester- 
day, some visible needs were encoun- 
tered that would make any Christian 
want to share not only Christ with 
these poor people but also some of the 
material blessings that through Christ 
we have. Most of the little Yaqui 
children were running around naked, 
and those who were not are only clothed 
in the worst tatters and rags imagin- 
BUIGL. 68" 

He also says: “We noticed in the 
evening, that the children around 12 
years of age, mostly boys, will gather 
around a fire. They like to play around 
the camp fire. But what attracts these 
boys is not so much the burning wood, 
but a handful of green leaves in the 
hands of one of the boys. These in- 
nocent looking leaves are put beside 
the fire until they sort of roast or 
toast, and then placed in a thin corn 
husk leaf. They are then rolled into 
a cigarette and ‘the three puffs’ are 
given first to the one who made it and 
then the same cigarette is passed all 
around the circle while a second one is 
being rolled. Sometimes four or five 
of these deadly cigarettes are consumed 
by these children in one _ evening! 
Marihuana or ‘loco weed’ is the name 
of the leaves. Once addicted to the drug 
it contains, the victims are almost 
powerless to abstain from smoking. 
Its hold is similar to morphine. But 
these poor children are encouraged to 
‘continue their fun’ by their own par- 
ents who think nothing of having ad- 
dicts in their home. The moral stand- 
ards are so low that drunkenness (per- 
petual) and Marihuana are considered 
personal enjoyments much as coffee and 
tea among us.” 


The Yaqui have been heartlessly neg- 
lected as far as the Gospel is con- 


cerned. But in spite of the many bar- 
riers with which Mr. Mercado has been 
confronted, he is witnessing many 
“miracles of Grace” in the form of 
bright, definite, conversions. Heaven 
will be richer because of the Message 
which is being carried to these poor 
people through the avenue of unselfish 
Defenders Missionary endeavor.

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News About Bali 


By Oswald J. Smith 





HE most interesting news this 

month is our official missionary 
entrance into the Isle of Bali. The first 
remittance was sent in September. The 
Toronto Gospel Tabernacle is now def- 
initely engaged in the evangelization 
of this new field. The Chinese workers 
whom we are supporting have been 
carefully trained by Rev. R. A. Jaffray 
in the Bible School at Wuchow, China. 
Each month from now on we will be 
sending their allowances to the field and 
from time to time we will be publishing 
reports regarding their progress. We 
are thus adding an Asiatic field to our 
European work and pressing forward 
on all fronts. The following interest- 
ing news has just reached us from Mr. 
Jaffray himself and we herewith pub- 
lish it verbatim: 


“The conversion of the first Balinese 
has made a considerable stir in the 
newspapers both in Holland and in the 
big cities of the Dutch East Indies. 
This is, of course, because the Dutch 
Government has prohibited missionary 
work in Bali. Fortunately no man can 
be blamed, nor can any man take credit 
for this work. It is the work of the 
Holy Spirit of the living God. It is 
impossible to prohibit His workings in 
the hearts of men. 


“Commencing with the conversion 
and transformation of two young men, 
whose fathers are Chinese and whose 
mothers are Balinese, and who heard 
the Gospel message in the Chinese 
tongue, the Gospel fire has caught and 
spread among the Balinese people. 


“Since the last report that 105 Bali- 
nese had been baptized, our Chinese 
missionary, Rev. K. F. Tsang has bap- 
tized another 130, making a total of 
235. There are approximately 300 more 
who are seeking the Lord and are ready 
for baptism. Indeed it may be said 
that there are now more than 500 Bali- 
nese who truly love and trust the Lord 
Jesus, and are washed in the Blood of 
the Lamb. 


“All this has stirred up the opposition 
and persecution of the enemy. The 
fierce anger of the enemy of the Lord 
Jesus and His people is venting his 
rage on these babes in Christ. Hindu 
Balinese landlords refuse to rent farms 
to Christians. Others are cutting off 
the water supply for the irrigation of 
the fields of Christians, and a place is 
forbidden to the Christians for the buri- 
al of their dead. The Enemy’s object 


is to starve the Christians out in Bali. 
But will Satan be able to do it? Surely 
not. Please pray for the little Com- 
pany of Believers in Bali, who are but 
babes in Christ. They are suffering in 
the furnace of persecution. 

“In ten villages, these who have 
chosen, notwithstanding persecution, to 
follow the Crucified, have thrown down 
their idols and have utterly forsaken 
the heathenism of the Hindu Temples. 
At first, because of the hot persecution, 
some of the Christians wavered, but 
Pastor Tsang says that almost all such, 
have now recovered themselves, re- 
turned to the Lord and are willing, if 
need be, to die for the sake of the Lord 
Jesus. 

“The Christians of Bali are not yet 
organized, but with the aid of Pastor 
Tsang and Rev. J. W. Brill they have 
chosen eight of their number to be 
Church Officers or as the Malay has it 
‘Servants of the Church’. These are 
being specially trained in a Bible Class. 

“The work is going on quietly and 
steadily. We are carefully studying 
the people, their history, their ancient 
culture, their customs, their religion, 
and we purpose to faithfully bring 
them, as they seek us for it, the posi- 
tive message of the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

“We feel so deeply our need of your 
prayers. Please stand with us in faith 
for the full triumph of the Gospel in 
Bali. Thank God for one more tribe 
of earth who now can sing the Song of 
the Lamb. Two years ago there was 
not one Balinese who could sing the 
Song, for they did not know the power 
of the Cleansing Blood. Now, with all 
their hearts they sing ‘Worthy is the 
Lamb that was Slain’”’.

OVEMBER 10th will be a great

of God and eternity. ... All Protest- 
antism, yea, Roman Catholicism itself, 
as its eminent scholars have admitted, 
not only owes him an everlasting debt 
of gratitude but also needs the re- 
statement of many of his principles. . . 
If, as the world pauses to celebrate his 
birth four and a half centuries ago, it 
would rear a shaft of reverent devotion 
to his living memory, although that 
monument might be built from flawless 
granite, faced with stainless alabaster, 
edged with the rarest of marbles and 
raised to the loftiest heights to which 
human skill can ever ascend, this mon- 
ument would be incomplete unless, in 
recognition of Luther’s present day sig- 
nificance, there were emblazoned on its 
side in letters of imperishable gold, the 
challenge of his birthday anniversary, 
‘BACK TO LUTHER!’ 


“Surveying the rampage of crime, the 
increase of atheism, the stolid indiffer- 
ence toward the stern requirements of 
purity and chastity, we insist ‘BACK 
TO LUTHER’. And if this challenge 
means wide and _ repeated protests 
against the bribery and corruption of 
officials in the various departments of 
American administrative government;

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Let No American Blood Flow In The Orient

HE war spirit is growing in the U. 
S. We were drawn into war during 
the last Democratic Administration. 
Will history repeat itself? Is the Pres- 
ident preparing for another conflict? 
“eee eae 


The last three months have witnessed 
the development of two ominous signs 
having to do with the peace and security 
of the U.S. First: The engendering of 
hatred toward Japan on the part of the 
daily press. Second: The decision of 
Washington officials to establish diplo- 
matic relations with the Moscow Jews. 


There has been much sword-rattling 
between Russia and Japan in recent 
years. But only of late has the U. S. 
been projected into the picture. It 
seems to be the concensus of. opinion 
that Russia and Japan will eventually 
“fight it out” in Manchuria. Since the 
men who control Soviet Russia are 
not themselves Russians, but Jews, it 
may be supposed that they would have 
little concern about putting their Gen- 
tile population into the front-ranks of 
an inferno of war. OUR COUNTRY 
SHOULD KEEP OUT OF IT. Let us 
attend. strictly to our own _ business. 
Let no. war hysteria, created by pro- 
pagandists, inveigle us into spilling 
American blood in an Oriental conflict. 
It would be a fine thing to declare a 
moratorium on war talk. 


As shown in my last. prophetic book, 
“The -NRA in Prophecy and a Discus- 
sion of Beast Worship”, the U. S. has 
come under a modest-form:of military 
dictatorship, with an army General at 
the head. It is called a’ war on the De- 
pression, but it has a decided military 
aspect. What is true of the NRA is 
much more true of the “Forest Army 
Camps” which now include 310,000 
men, disciplined in both mind and body. 
The Literary Digest says these men are 
assembled for “an emergency”. 


Turning from the Army to the Navy, 
we find that a debt of $238,000,000 has 
been piled upon the already tax-bur- 
dened American people for the con- 
struction of 21 new battle ships. The 
President gave as his reason the fact 
that the Japanese were building new 
vessels. 


It has been said that no nation is 
preparing for war more rapidly than 
the U. S. though the masses of people 
have not yet awakened to what is tak- 
ing place. 


Why this sudden preparation since 
the new Administration came into pow- 
er? With whom does Washington 
expect to have trouble? Newspaper 
editors answer in a resounding chorus: 
JAPAN! The mass mind of the Coun- 
try is being systematically attacked by 
news releases to stir up the American 
people against Japan like they were 
once stirred against Germany. 


_ Japan may have ambitions for dom- 
inating the Orient. She may be de- 
termined to keep Manchuria, and fly 
at Russia. But under no circumstances 
should the U. S. be drawn into the fra- 
cas in a manner that would involve the 
taking up arms. 


Already Japan is becoming. suspi- 


cious. Her War Minister Sadao Araki 
said last month: “There is no telling 
what America will do when her Navy 
is definitely superior to Japan’s after 
1935.” 


No doubt Japan views with alarm the 
fact that Moscow and Washington are 
being drawn to the bosom of each other. 
The Reds have pulled some fine diplo- 
matic tricks lately by making hereto- 
fore unknown friendly gestures toward 
Europe and the U. S. Lloyd George 
comments: “Bismarck’s aim was to keep 
Russia out of Europe as much as pos- 
sible. Today Russia is growingly a 
European power.” 


Moscow’s master stroke is the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations with 
the U. S. This is increasing Red pres- 
tige, the world over. Neither Hoover, 
Coolidge, Harding or Wilson would do 
it. Russia owed our government $193,- 
000,000 when the Reds came into power. 
They repudiated the debt; refused to 
pay a single ruble, for the reason that 
we are known as a “Capitalistic nation”. 
Moreover, the private claims of Ameri- 
can citizens amounting to about $410,- 
000,000. have not been paid. In addi- 
tion to all this, the Reds have attempt- 
ed, and are now attempting, to destroy 
our government by creating acts of 
violence. And yet, our President had 
it announced on September 21st that 
he expects to establish diplomatic rela- 
tions with them before the next session 
of Congress convenes! The Associated 
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Press says: “The President, it is said, 
is anxious to extend recognition before 
Congress meets. This would prevent 
the anticipated ‘anti-Red’ attack in 
Congress.” 


Since Moley left the State Depart- 
ment, the matter of negotiating with 
Moscow was turned over to a Washing- 
ton Jewish official by the name of Hen- 
ry Morgenthau. 


The same international Jewish bank- 
ing concern in Wall Street that financed 
Trotsky and the Russian Revolution, is 
reported to have also financed Japan’s 
previous war against Russia. At that 
time, the Jews were helping Japan be- 
cause Russia was Anti-Semitic. Things 
are different now, since Jews have come 
into power over Soviet Russia.. It is 


also reported by Congressmen that this 
same banking concern is a powerful 
factor in the Roosevelt Administration. 


Both Japan and Russia can not be su- 
preme in the Orient. One nation will 
have to go down. Naturally, the Jew- 
ish bankers who financed Trotsky, who 
financed the war against the Czar, who 
are reliably reported to have drafted 
the “Five-Year-Plan” for Soviet Rus- 
sia,—naturally these Jews would want 
to see the Reds conquer Japan. All of 
this is the more reason why the Chris- 
tian people of the United States should 
bombard the Devil’s agencies with 
prayer, with the hopes of reversing the 
present war momentum, opening the 
eyes of the Country as to what may 
soon take place, and thereby save 
America from being bled white, in a 
horrible struggle which in reality is 
none of our business! 
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
